If the matter be 'very viſcid and con-' 
tumacious , it is not cur'd but by cut- 
ting or burning 1t, which is very dan- 
gerous, and turns them into Cancers that 
are mortall, as is experienc'd in the uſing 
ſuch remedies for the Kings Evill,in the 
Neck , Breaſts, or Grayn.

Kſtules, or Rifings, or Swellings for 
the mol} part they are in the Head , 
but ſometimes in the whole body. 

In the beginning they are ſmall and 
little, afterwards they are ſore, and 
make hard white Scabs and Cruſts , by 
the drineſs of the humour; In ſucking 
Children they are call'd Crsſta, in thoſe 
of elder years they are called Achores ;

The cauſe is, as ſome think,a nitrous 
and ſalt Phleeme mixt with Choler ; 
Others a putrid, corrupted and Ichorous 
blood : but I conſent to them who think 
the humour is mix'd, partly thick and 
partly thin, wateriſh , ſalt, and nitrous, 
and according to the various mixture of 


the humours with the ſalt wateriſh hu- 
C4 mours 
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moutrs, the various colours of the Sores 
ariſe , being thereby, black, red, white, 
or yellow, and thoſe humours are either 
generated in the womb of the Mother , 
out of the Men(iruous blood ; or after 
the Child is born, by the fault of Milk 
or Diet , nature purifying and purging 
her (elf, ſends them forth into the out- 
ward parts of the body. 

The figns are manifeſt to Sight, the 
Child cries, cannot ſleep,and are watch- 
ful ; the Child Itches, and after Itching 
they are fore , a bloody humour paſſes 
forth, and oftentimes the Child is lowly. 
If they proceed from blood , there is a 
redneſs , pain, and more eaſie Itch: 
but if from a more ſharp humour, there 
1s a oreat Itch, 

The Preſage , Puſtules ſometimes de- 
generate into great Ulcers , and ſome- 
times corrode the Skull by the Malignity 
and badneſs of the humour , that the 
Membranes may be ſeen. They many 
times preſerve Children from great and 
many Diſeaſes, as Feavers, Falling-fick- 
nefſes, and others, by natures purging 
her ſelf by the skin.

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They heal irequently of their own ac- 
cord by Time and Age. 

The Cure is in, x. A Convenient Diet, 
by avoiding ſalt ,, ſharp, hot and ſweet 
things, fith and fruit. If the Puſtules 
are moiſt, a drye Diet 1s convenient, as 
the eating of Wild-fowl roaſted, bread 
twice bak'd , &&c. which ought to be us'd 
only by the Nurſe if the Child ſuck. 

2, Evacration of the humours by 
Blood-letting , Leeches , or Cupping- 
olaſſes, and purging the Nurſe ; if the 
Child ſuck not,prepare the humours with 
Cichory, Eudave , Fumitory , and A- 
grimony , of each an handful , boyle 
them in a pint andan half of Water un- 
til half a pint be conſumed ; Take there- 
of three Ouuces , and add the Syrrup 
called Syrrup Byzantime , and the Syr- 
rup of Fumtory, of each half an Ounce, | 
or temper the humour that is faulty with 
the Syrrups of Borrage and Funntory.

The External Cauſes are, the uſe of 
hot things, hardneſs of Dugs , kiſſes of 
many people, but chiefly an intemperate 
Air in heat and cold, but molt frequent- 
ly the coldneſs and drineſs of the Air;for 
though Lips may be ſo dried by the Air, 
that they may exulcerate, yet not 10 
frequent as from the coldneſs and dri-

| Although Feavers and their Cauſes are 
common to all Ages, yet in regard In- 
fancy is moſt obnoxious to them, and 
hath peculiar conſiderations in the Cure 
of them; Limiting the trength , qua- 
lity and quantity of the remedy, it will 
not be altogether improper to call Fea- 
vers Childrens Feavers + Children are 
ſubje& to Diſeaſes that are accidental , 
and Symptomaticat , 064mg from 
othet Diſeaſes, as in breeding of the 
Teeth , Inflamation of the Gums, &c. 
and alſo to Feavetrs effentiall , and of 
their own accord , and to all forts of 
them ; but eſpecially a Synoche Feaver, 
in regard their bodies are hot and moiſt , 
their temperament ſanouine;, and their 
bodies denſe , by which, tranſpiration of 
the heat is hindered, which increaſes and 
produces a Feaver.

' 2. Blood-letting ; Some think that 
Blood-letting ought-not to be 'before the 
Child is 4. years old , becauje that 
which the opening of a Vein ought"to 
do , nature doth it of its own accord, 
which conſumes daily much of the Childs WI * 
ſubſtance by inſenfible tranſpiration , 
therefore it needs not evacuation , leſt . 
the ftrength- be deje&ed. Others are 

for Blood-letting, becaule if a Child can 
endure a diſeaſe from fulneſſe z why not 

the remedy ? which is, Blood-letting ; 
otherwiſe as often as a Diſeaſe begins 
with the imbecility of ſtrength ; eipe- 
cially which happens out of a natural diſ= Þ, 
fipation and reſolution , ſo often will that 
Diſeaſe be certain , and neceſſarily mor- 
tal : Beſides, they which are againſt 
Blood-letting allow purges, which are 
contrary to nature, and is worſe then 
Blood-letting :moreover,they bring no- 
table examples for it, as eAvenzoar's . 
letting of his fon blood at three Months 
old, Inthis' Feaver , b2cauſe evacua- 
ting blood is an excellent remedy, you _ 
may in the place of Blood-letting uſe

Tur Small Pox is a Diſeaſe for- 
merly 
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merly unknown to the Ancients, ha- 
ving neither writ any Book of it, nor 
deſcribed it; and it is notimprobable it 
had a Beginning in our Northern Conn- 
tries , as it had in the eft-I dies; in 
which parts (itis ſaid by Hiſtorians ) 
that in that time in which we were 
infeted by them with the French Pox 
they took from us the Small Pox and 
Aeavles. 

It is a Diſeaſe belonging only to Man- 
kind and not to Beaſts , nor is the Mur- 
rain or Leprofie in Hogs the ſame Diſeaſe 
with it, as is ſuppoſed by ſome. The 
Small Pcx and Meazles have the ſame 
matter, cauſe, and Cure, but the MMea- 
zles are made of the thinner matter , 
-_ they differ from the Small Pox,in 

( 


I. The Meazles have little wt 


or that the riſing of them can hardly 


ſeen. | 
2, The matter of them is more dry 
and ſubtile, 

They trouble and affect the eyes 


lefle then the Pox. 


4. The Small Pox for the moſt part 
"3 rer- 
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terminates into an Abſceſſus and Col- 
leKion of ripened matter , which laſts 
many days and blemiſhes the body , but 
the Meazles ſcarce paſleth the ſeventh 
day,cither then they vaniſh or are almoſt 
waſted , and leave no deformity. - 

The Cauſe as I conceive is not the 
Impurity of the maternal blood, as by 
molt is ſuppoſed , becauſe, 

1, The Small Pex' proceeds for the 
moſt part from the fault of the Air and 
Stars. 

2. The fault of the menſtruous blood 
was ever fince the Sin of Eve, and 


therefore this Diſeaſe ſhould have been. 


always, but before the time of the 4- 
rabick Phyſicians, no Author was found 
that writ of the generation of this Diſ- 
eaſe, or clearly explain it, whichif they 
had dorſe , they would not have con- 
cealed it from us (it being a great and 
dangerous Diſeaſe ) in regard they com- 
municated in their Books ſmall Diſea- 


3. There is ſcarce any man but ſome 


time or other hatk a- greivous Diſeaſe 
which makes an Ebullition or boyling 
of blood, and putrefaRion , until the 


body 
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body is clenſed and purified divers wiys, 
and ſo the fault from the menſtruous 
blood would be expelled : but it is other- 
wiſe , for 1t follows immediately othet 
Diſeaſes, and the ſanguine man who is 
moſt healthy 1s moſt troubled. It is 
| axqmge that the ſeed of a Diſeate may 
ye in part of the body far many years, 
but the whole blood infeQed cannot ay 
long, and refiſt ſo many injuries, andif 
as ſome think the menſtruous blood in- 
feed ſhould ferment and turn into. 0+ 
ther ill Diſeaſes, ag peſtilential Feavers, 
then the reſt of the time they would be 
free from this Evill. 
4. Sanguineous Beaſts that have mens

5. Natures care and wiſdome for 
Preſervation , in ſeperating the Excre- 
ments from Nouriſhment in the Womb, 
the excrements are palt into the Tunicles 
in Which the Child is wrapt , and im- 
mediately after it is born, it purges b 
Rool plentifully , and more then 1s fit 

| 2 for 
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forirs bigneſs, which is ſometimes bloo- 

dy , black and white, and afterwards 
tt hath Sores in the head , which pur- 
gcth the ill humours contracted in the 
Womb ; and though natures care may 
fail inſome, it cannot fail in all. Nor 
Is the cauſe of this Diſeaſe the fault of 
the Air,as ſome conceive it to be, becauſe 
I. This Diſeaſe arifes from the Pravity 
of matter. '''2, The quallity of the Air 
that produces the great effects that fol- 
low. the Smell Pox,would be very ſtrong 
and powerful , andſo young men would 
not.be free from it. 

The true cauſe 1s.a paternal propriety 
in the blood and Ichors of it, boyling by 
heat , which Ichors may be excited in 
the body divers ways. That the Ichors 
is the matter , is ſeen by the 1. Break- 
ing of 1t out into the Skin, 2, All Sy- 
noche Feavers atiſe out of the boyling of 
the Ichors of blood'; which Feaver is 
always in the Small Pox, 3. They are 
the"-Ichors ( or thin and ſeroſous part 
of: the blood) becauſe they are not ſharp, 
if they were , there would be a concuſ- 
fion of the body and ſhaking when they 
are expelled, That the Diſeaſe is made 


by 
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by the Ichors or thin and {erofous and 
wateriſh humidity, 1s manifeſt, becauſe 
the humor that goes forth is not aPus and 
thick matter;but an Ichor & thin water- 
ith humoyr, and that it is by Ebullition, 
appears in the heat, colour , and Acct- 
dents that happen. By this we may re- 
{olve-our ſelves, 1. That in our dayes 
ſcarce any man but hath this Diſeaſe, 
becauſe it is hereditary, which came firſt 
by the fault of the Stars , which affeRed 
all ,' or almoſt all , and now is propa- 
eated. As Indians now generate chil- 
dren-with long heads, which in former 
Ages they endevoured to make by Art , 
and now is become a natural diſpofidon. 
2. This Diſeaſe is mortal to ſome and not 
to others, by the abundance and badneſs 
of humours, and1ll conſtitution of body, 
that the blood and Ichors boyling , cau- 
ſes an unquenchable Fire and remedileſſe 
putrefaRionz beſides the badneſle of the 
Air, and errors in the ordering of the 
perſon. 3. They happen moſt to Chit- 
dren , becauſe they are full of blood and 
thin wateriſh humidity, and abound with 
heat, being neareſt to the principle of 
Generation, beſides they are given much 

. to 
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Motion. 4. They that have moſt thyn 
and wateriſh humours, have moſt break- 
ings out, and the thicker and more te- 
nacious the humours are , the worſe the 
marks and deformities are, 5. The 
face is moſt troubled, becauſe of the 
Ebullition of. the blood, the vapours aſ- 
cend to the head, and ſo impetucuſly , 
that neither the Spirits of the head or 
face, or the Air to which the face is ex- 
poſed, can reſiſt; beſides, the face is 
moiſt and rare,and apt thereby to receive . 
them. 6. The Feet and hands next to 
the faceare chiefly troubled , notwith- 
Randing the Skin is hard, becauſe of the 
* Sympathy between theſe parts and the 
Liver, which is ſeen in a hot Liver by 
the burning of the hands and feet, 7.The 
Small Pox troubles the eyes more then 
the Meazles , becauſe the matter is 
thicker, and can be lefſe refiftedand re- 
pelled. 8. The Small Pox is contagi- 
ons and infeAious by th: boyling of the 
blood , which ſends vapours at a great 
diſtance, which enter into other perſons 
and infe& them, as it is in thoſe that 
have fore eyes, and by the Hereditary 
Propriety , ſo that conſanguineous _ 

ons 
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ſons are more eafily affeRted in regard of 
the Similitude of their temper , and for 
that reaſon whole Families in a Þ 

are deſtroy'd. 8. Some have this Niſeaſe 
twice, very rarely thrice, almoſt all 
once,becauſe this Hereditary Diſpoſition 
only diſpoſes, and continues as long as 
the Seminary parts in which it is 1im- 
planted doth remain, which moſt com- 
monly is- conſum'd the. firſt time the 
Blood is inflam'd, and ſet on fire, eipe- 
cially the ſecond time when the Blood 
Ferments. 9. Scars and blemiſhes are 
left chiefly in the Face, Lips, and Fore- 
Skin , becauſe the Skin of them is with- 
out Fleſh, or hath but very little, and 
therefore difficult to heal. 

The mediate cauſes of the Small

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. © By what hath been ſaid, the Smell Pox 
may be defin'd to be a diſeaſe having 
Piſtules in an outward part of the Skin , 
_ With a contitual Feaver, by the peculiar 
Efferveſſency and Ebullition of the 
Ichorous Blood excited by the expulfive 
faculty. - | 
The Signes that this Diſeaſe 18 Im- 
minent and coming, which either 
unmediately accompany the Diſeaſe, or 
proceed it, are Pain in the Neck and 
Breaſt, with a heavineſſe of the Eyes, 
Itching of the Noſe, Shortnefle of 
Breath, Suddain trembling and Rarting, 
Often Sneeſfing, Urine ſometimes mud- 
dy, ſometimes ſound weepings of the 
Eyes and tears falling of their own ac- 
cord from them, a continuall Feaver. 
The Signes of the- Diſeaſe preſent are 

manifeR, being little (wellings and ſpots; 

in the Jeavles they are Red and not 
hich ; in the Small Pox, they firlt ap- 
pear as the head of an Needle or Pin , 

immediately after they are greater, and 

red, and daily increaſe untill they ate 

ripen'd, grow white , are made an 
Ulcers and Soars}, and are -dryed 

up,

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Preſage, If the Small Pox and Meaules 
are Whute. and a few, appear without 
any other accident ; or if many appear 
and the Feaver is diminiſh'd and other 
accidents, and the breathing. eaſe, there 
15 no danger. If the Small ox are black 
or green, or if few of many appear, and 
the other accidents are worſe, and ex- 
aſperated and the breathing difficult, then 
it is pernitious and Mortall. They 
who dye. of the Small Pox , dye either 
with a Sounding, an -Inflamation (with 
which they are (trangled ) or a looſeneſs 
of the Belly, which deſtroys the ſtrepgth 
' of the Child. 

The Cure is in, 1. Preſerving the in- 
ward and outward parts, the outward 
are call'd ſo becauſe they are ſeen, and 
they are the Eyes , Ears, Noſe , and 
Mouth. The internall are Liver, Lungs, 
and chiefly the Guts ; the eyes are fre- 
quently troubled with heat , anda tena- 
cious Ichor that Exulcerates them, 
| whereby the Children cannot ſleep, 
which is helpt by cooling and moderate- 
ly binding Medicaments, as the water 
of Roſes or Plantain mix'd withSwwach:

tainofeach-five Ounces, Sumeach half an 
Ounce, infuſe them all night, and with a 
little white of an Egge mix them , wet 
a little Cotten in it, and wet the eye 
often with it ; if there be painand Itch- 
ing,take the water of roſes and milk, and 
add a little Myrrh to them ; the ſcratch- 
ing of the Eyes are to be avoided : If the 
Ears be pain'd, itch, and run, let them 
be kept open, . if the pain be great, dip

whereof is very hurtfull. The Noſe is 
defended from Ulcers if Roſes or Plan- 


tain be boil'd in water, and the ſteam 


The Mouth is 
helptby this Gargeriſme; Take of the 
water of Barly one Pint and an half, the 
leaves of Plantain and Flowers of Roſes, 
ofeach one Dram, to which you may 
adde the Juice of Barbaries or Orange, 
and waſh the mouth with it.

Be carefull your cloathing be not 'too 
much , leſt the Child be Smothered and 
Swound ; and ſo provide that the ont- 
ward Parts are rather hot then cold, but 
that neither the heat of the Air,or weight 
of C loathing, encreaſe the Feaveriſh 
heat of the Child z and if the tongue 
waxes black with heat; the breathing is 
ſhort, and Swounding 1s fear'd, fet ſome 
cold water be near theChilds mouth, thar 
he may ſuck the cold Air in, Sleep is 
helpfull, but the troubles of the mind 
(eſpecially Fear) is to be avoided, onl 

a little Anger may be admitted, whi 

help the expelling the humour, If the 
Belly be bound, a very cafie Clyſter or 
Suppofitory may be uſed, which doth 
not hinder the motion of nature, wy 
| they 
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they only work in the Guts, and the 
motion of nature is to the Skin and in 
the Veins: beſides Clyſters do not deject 
us that they may be fear'd, contrary to 
what ſome think. Avoid fulnefſe and 
emptineſſe, let the body be kept in quiet 
Jt. rubb'd a little, for it expells the hu- 
mour : let the drink be Barly Water , 
' With the Juice of Limmons or Barberies, 
or a Decoction of the roots of Sorrell , 
or a Deco&ion of Ivory or Hartſhorn, 
eſpecially in the beginning , and whileſt 
the Feaver is vehement, If the Feaver 
1s not very vehement, a DecoRion of 
Barly and Figs will be moſt convenient, 
and commonly with ſuccefſe hath been 
uſed by moſt eminent Phyſicians , for 
that effeCtually expells the humours to 
the Skin, 1f Winz be permitted it muſt 
be but a little, and in it ſteep Letrice , 
Endrve, or Sorrell, Avoid groſs meats, 
Spice, Salt, and Sweet meats, for ſweet 
things deſtroy, and ſo doth bitter things, 
being dry, and contrary to the Childs 
nature, which is moiſt, wherefore the 
meat muſt be eafie to conco&, cooling, 
as Barly Broth, or Broth in- which 
cooling Hearbs are boyled ; and "m_ 
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the danger is over , you may feed them 
with Broth and Yelks of Egs put into 
it, with ſome Juice of Limon or Vine- 
ger. Adried Fig is good meat,for it ex= 
pelſs the humour to the skin. 2. Em- 
ptying of the blood before the Eruption 
and breaking forth of the Small Pox or 
Meazles: If the Feaver is great, and 
there be a fulnefſe of blood, then ir may 
be admitted , unlefſe the Age iis very 
tender, or ſomething elſe hinders it, It 
may not be uſed upon Children, that 


are weake , and forbeare the em- 


ptying of blood in Children before they 
are 10, Months old , though the Ara- 
b:ans appoint at five months. The lefſen- 
ning of blood ought to be npon the firſt 
viſit of the Phyſician , becauſe of the 
beginning of the Ebullition of the blood, 
whichis commonly then , the Fervour 
whereof ought to be abated, and nature 
eaſed ; ſo that one ought not to Ray un- 
til the fourth day , bur it may be done 
when one will, before that time and not 
after, The leſſening of blood is done ſe- 
veral ways, as by letting blood (which 
ought to be very ſeldome ) Cupping- 
olafſes or Leeches, the latter is moſt =

fie, and one or two may ſuffice in the 
place of Cupping-glafles, or opening a. 
Vein, 3. Medicaments, All Phyſi- 


- clans agree vehement remedies are not 


to be uied, but ſome think gentle means 
may be uſed in the beginning of this 
Diieaſe ; but I conceive that Medica- 
ments may not be uſed in the beginning, 
becaule the operation of it will trouble 
, nature in her work, which is critical 
( the Phyſician being called when the 
blood is boyling ) and it is a rule, 
there 1s nothing to be done. unleſſe 
nature act imperfealy , which cannot 
be known in the beginning, but a Clyfier 
may be then and at any time uſed, for 
that works only on the Guts,as is ſaid a 
little before. Take a pint of Barly-water, 
Ounces of the Syrrup of Violets, three 
unces of Butter, and an Ounce of red | 
and courſe Sugar , minvle them for a 
Clyſter , the quantity 1s to be altered , 
as the capacity of the Child is. A dri- 
ed Fig is a convenient Suppoſitory , and 
one made of hony. Where the humour 
moves forth,and the whole matter comes 
forth , there no evacuation mult be uſed, 
for there the Child and all things are qui- 
| et: 
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\ et: Butif the Child is troubled , the 


trouble may be taken away with a Leni- 
tive. Take of T amar:inds half an Ounce, 
Sebeſtens 1'5.of Barly two drams; of the 
Flowers of Borrage, Violets, and Ryſes, 
of eacha Dram, boyl themin a pint of 
water to half a pint. Take 4. Ounces of 
this DecoRion, and an Ounce of Manna 
or morezas the Child is, Some think a 
gentle purge before theeruption, breaking 
out, and appearance of the Pox and 
Meazles, if the Child abound with ill 
humours , and the Feaver rage , may be 
uſed, for it leſſens the il{ humours, that 
thereby nature doth expel more cheerful- 
ly; butif the Small Pox begins to break 
forth , then a Purge is pernicious and 
mortall. The reſt of the Cure is in help- 
ing nature in expulſion ; wherefore if 
Nature doth not expel! readily, and 
ſtrongly, but ſlowly , uſe ſuch a feme- 
dy as cools , binds, and opens. Take of 
Lents one Ounce , of Figs 10. Mai- 
denhaiy two Drams, Smalledge roots half 
an Ounce , Sorrell half a handful, boil 
them in apint and an half of water to 
a pint, uſe it morning and Evening,from 
four Ounces to fix, as the Child is; If

Take of Leyts two drams, of 
Figs fifteen , of Barly on2 dram, of 
Lettice and Sorrell of each an handful , 
boyl them 1n a pint and an half of water 
to a pint, uſe 6, 7, or 8, Ounces of it 
Morning and Evening, as the Child is : 
Note , that Lets boyled alone looſens 
the Belly,from whence are mortal Flux- 
es, noritis not tobe uſed /alone for a 
remedy,becauſe of its thickneſs and bin- 
ding qualities, Take of French Barly 
one Pugil, flic'd Liquoriſh half a dram, 
, Ted ('cers ohe dram, of the greater 
Colg ſeeds of each half a dram , Cor- 
dial Flowers of each one Pugjll , three 
Figs, boyl then well in watgr to 6 Oun- 
ces, after it is ſtrained diſſolve in it 
half an Ounce of the Syrrup of Granat 
which is to be taken at twice, it is very 
"Good ; It mitigates and tempers the 
Feaver. Theſe that follow are alſo 
good to expell , as ConfeRion' of Hya- 
- rr ennth 
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enath, Alkermes, Contraberva, Harts- 
hors, or Scabius boyled ; io is Antimo- 
num Diaphoreticum , Bezar-ſtone, and 
the Brzardical Minerall ;; (ome ule to 
bath with Luke-warm: water to promote 
expulſion by relaxing the Skin. Obſerve 
that Medicaments that are Cordials and 
expelling, are to be uſed from the ap- 
pearing and firſt coming forth of t 
Small Pox, to the Eleventh day, which 
ſome call the. increaſe arid ſtate of Erup- 
tion of the Ebullition, If the Scabs dry 
not of themſelves, and. have matter in 
them , andare ripe , they are not to be 
opened , unlefle they be malignant, . for 
if they be ripe and white, their heat and 
fervour , and eating of the fleſh 1s gone, 
and they will dry and fall of themſelves, 
' and(ſo there isno danger of its putrefying 
' and leaving holes and marks. If the 
- Scabs drye not of themlelves faſt e- 
nough , uſe Ales, Litharidge, Cergſe 
and Senders, and waſh them in ſalt;wa- 
ter, in which Plantain, Roſes, or ſome 
ather drying thing is, . that may take away 
the acrimony of the Salt, If they dv 
not ripen falt enough, boil Figs and Mal- 
lowes together, and dip a Cloth in pr 
_ touc 
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touch them often with it being warm, it 
mitigates pain and ripens them. In the 
and; of the Diſeaſe the Scabs ſometimes 
turn into Ulcers,which are cur'd with the 
Ointment of Litharidge and Ceruſſe,and 
an ill colour 1s left , which is taken away 
thus. Take of Lupine Barly and Beans 
of each two Drams,bruiſe them and boil 
| themina convenient quantity of water 
until it is thick , and with it waſh morn- 
ing and evening the Childs hands and 
face, until 'the Scales fall off. The Scars 
and holes left by the Pox is hardly curea- 
ble , the fatof a man, andthe Oil of 
Egs is very much commended. 
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C HAP, IV. 
Of the Conſumption. 


Conſumption is called Leanneſs, 
{” AGracility, and Tenuity, If it be 
confidered as an habit and a certain du- 
rable and permanent ſtate of the body , 
and as hurting the Aﬀtions of the body, 
it is a Diſeaſe; if as it depends ona vi- 
tiated Nutrition, and as a fimple _— 
1010n 
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fitjon , then it is rather to be called a 

Symptome and an effeR of a Diſeaſe. 
A- Conſumption is an Extabeſcency 
and Exiccation of the whole body , ari-- 
ſine from a want of nouriſhing of the 

body. E 

The Subje& is the whole body-, the 
harder part whereof may be dried anc 
diminith'&, the Veins and Nerves may 
be ſo extenuated , that they may ſeem 'to 
be much lefle, that a great vein may 
ſeem to be a little vein , &c. but theſe 
arts cannot be ſo leflened as that the 
whole body thould decreaſe, wherefore 
the whole body is ſaid to be extenuated 
in reſpe& of the more ſoft parts, as the 
fat and fleſh; the fat is farſt conſumed 
becauſe it is cauſed by cold, and whatio- 
ever is concreted by cold ( unlefle it be 
vehement ) is eafily diſſolved by hear. 
Moreover, fat hath ſcarce any other uſe 
but to preſerve the natural heat, After 
the fat , the fleſh is conſumed, whichis 
as abond of the Conſtitution of mans 
Body, but not neceſſary to Life ; but 
the ſeminary parts, as Veins , Nerves, 
Arteries, &c, are the foundation of 
Life, and cannot be conſumed with the

preſervation of Life as the fleſh can be | 
which is not neceſflary for Life ; and it's 
of three ſorts x. Muſculous, which con- 
ſits of Veins, Membranes, and Arte- 
ries; 2. Glandulous,as that of the Breaſt 
anp Teſticles, 3, Pure Fleſh, as that 
which is between the Teeth, and in the 
top of the Yard. Theſe three ſorts of 
Fleſh conſume in this order. . Firſt the 
the Muſculous Fleſh.Secondlythe Glan- 
dulous, and laſt of all the pure fleſh. 
The immediate cauſe of. this Diſeaſe, 
is the fruſtration of nouriſhing, either by 
the fault, 1. of the Aliment, being defi- 
cient and too little or vitious, that it is 
not aſfinulated, or attracted by the parts 
of the Body; . 2. or fault of the Nutri- 
tive faculty, when the naturall heat and 
radicall moiſture is Defe&ive. The 
nouriſhment and food is too little, when, 
the appetite in the Stomach and other 
parts 1s wanting (as in an Univerſal 
weakneſſe,or) when it is not diſtributed, 
the Meſeraick Veins by their drynefle 
are often ſo ſhut and cloſe, that the 
Chile cannot paſſe from the Stomach 
into the reſt of the Body,and ſo the parts 
are extenuated, $0 likewiſe as often - 
the

the meat is prepar'd and ſent another 
way, there is Leannefſe asin Vomiting 
Fluxes, ſo it is by worms conſ - 

the nouriſhment that ought to be t 
into fleſh. The Blood is faulty & cauie.of 
Leanneſs when it is too Melancholical, 
for where the Spleen flouriſhes the. reſt 
of the body growes Lean, and where the 
reſt of the body conſumes, the Spleen 
orowes :. So likewiſe' when the Blood 1s 
too Cholerick, for then it is offenfive to 
nature, for no blood can be turn'd into 
the ſubſtance of the body that hath Cho- 
fer mixt with it, or if it be wateriſh, 
whereby bodies alſo conſume , as in 
Dropfies ; ſo likewiſe if the blood be 
Salt, leanneſle is cauſed, for Salt things 
are Earthy,Dry and contrary to nouriſh- 
ment, and dry the body and is nat aſſi- 
milated , and therefore conſume and 
extenuate direaly and naturally.; by 
accident Salt may conduce to nouriſh- 
ment by exciting an Appetite, and di- 
ſtributing the Food, but naturally ir is 
contrary to nouriſhment, inſomuch that 
ſome have Writ that Fiſhes are not nou- 
riſh'd with Water or Juyces that are Salt, 
but with ſweet things,or other things that 
are 
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are found in the Sea. Nouriſhment is 
alſo hindered by the fault. or diftemper 
of the Patt that ſhould aſſimilate the 
noutiſhment, -when it is too dry; (o it 
| happens to 'old walls to which Lime 
cannot be agolutinated by reaſon of the 
great drynefle of it : Moreover, Leanneſs 
1s alſo made by cauſes that diflolve the 
fat and fleſh, as great Feavers do; but in 
Children it is cauſed for the moſt part by 
the defe& of nouriſhment, being either 
£00 little or vitious and unuſefull,” pro- 
ceeding from the fault of the milk; 
(wherefore it is, that Children by one 
Nurſe fattens, and conſume by another) 
or Worms deſtroying their nouriſhment; 
and ſometimes by a diſtemper of ſome 
principall part, as the Stomach, Liver, 
or Heart, and it is obſerv'd that an old 
and contumations and native conſump- 
tion, cannot be, without the Liver 
affeted and the temperament dry, 
but that which is new may be from; 
any one of the cauſes aforeſaid. 

The external cauſes of a Conſump- 
tion are a hot or dry Air, hence it is that 
molt </Ethiopians are lean andmoſt men 


conſume in Summer, Watching and Care 
conſumes 
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conſumes a Body and as it were eats it ; 
Meditation, Grief, Study, Immoderate 
Venery, natural Bathes that drye, Scar- 
City of Food and feeding once a day con- 
ſume men and Children, of which quali- 

are ſharp things. It is allo conceived 
that Children by reaſon of the ſoftneſſe 
and tendernefle of their body grow lean . 
and conſume by Faſcination, proceeding 
from their touching unhealthy bodies , 
or the anwholſome vapours out of the 
Eyes or Mouthes of Women not well; 
which truely is not Faſcination , for 
Witchcraft is rather the work of the 
Devil, then by any proper power of the 
Sages. 

The Signs of a Conſumption are mani- 
feſt, for the Fleſh and Fat are viſibly con- 
ſum'd, the face like one that is dead,and 
the figure of the whole hody deprav'd. If 
it is from a cauſe that melts and diffolves 
the Fat and Fleſh, there was or is a vio- 
lent Feaver, 

If from want of food, it is known in 
elder Children by their not taking what is 
neceflary ; in Sucking Children, by the 
Flaggineſs ane Emptineſs of the Nurſes 
Breaſt, the ill dyet of Nurſes, the Child 

piſſes 
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piſſes little and doth not wet his Cloaths, 
cryes and Sucks eagerly. If the want of 
food is the caule , becau ſe nouriſhment 
ooes into other parts , it is known by the 
looſneſs of the Belly,plenty of Urine and 
worms, If the defe& 1s,becauſe the meat 
Is not exaatly prepar'd in the Stomach, 
there is belching of Wind, Vomiting,and 
want of Appetite,or ſome hot diftemper. 
If from the fault of foodsif in Infants,the 
Nurſes milk is not good(for milk is made 
of food) by the colour and ill conſtitution 
of the Nurſe itis eaſily known, if the 
Milk is_bad, it will not be very 
white, have an ill taſte., not ſweet, of 
an ill ſmell,and more thick and fluid then 
it ought to be. The thickneſs and thinnefle 
of the Milk is known, if ſome Milk is 
Milked upon the Nail of the Thombe, 
and if it preſently runs off, it is too thin, 
ifitftayesand moves not off, it is tad 
thick ; Or if you curdle it, the whey and 
curds ought to be equall, elſe it 1s to 
. thin or to thick, beſides if the Milk be 
thin andſharp ,the Child is troubled with 
Pain, looſenefſe, and very ill breakings 
out. If the milk is thick, the Child 1s 


coſtive and there are little Inflamations, 
Swellings 
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Feavers, eſpecially thoſe that are great

Swellings and Vomitings, they piſle lit- 
tle, move and breath with difficulty,and 
ate full of Phlegm. ' 
 Inthoſe that ate elder,the badnefle of 
food is known by the colour of the 
Skirr and out-fide of the body, wherefore 
if the countenance be ill colour'd, ſcabby 
or pimpell'd;or if any other part is weak, 
as the head Stomach or Liver; or if theic 
be any infirmities,dittempers or paſſions 
of mind,it is certain the Leanneſs is from 
the fault of the food. Alſo it happens by 
the weaknefſe from ſome Diſeaſe, If 
theſe things had not been, the Child 
would have had a florid and freſh colour, 
200d appetite, and would eat and not 
complain. If Leanneſle be from Faſcina- 
tion,no art or natural means is effeual, 
and there is no internal or external cauſe 
of Leanneflſe in regard of the Nurſe or 
Child. . 

Preſage, 1. All Suddain Leanneſle pro- 
ceeding from a Feaver is mortal, becauſe 
of the Vehemency of the cauſe, weakneſs 
of the ſtrength, tenuity of the. humour, 
and laxity of the whole Body. 2; Con- 
ſumptions that are ſeldome and not from 
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andill,are ſometimes cureable. 3. Lean 
bodies: that are moiſt and have a moiſt 
Skin may be made fat, becauſe all ſoft 
bodies are apt and fit to be extended in- 
to any dimenſion. 4. Bodies that are 
dry and have their Skin hard and rough, 
can fcarce be fatned. 5. Bodies that 
have the Skin dry and cleaving to the 
bones, that neither by the hand nor Act 
can be ſtretch'd out, there is no hope of 
fatning them ; but if the Skin be wrinkled 
and rugged ſo that it may be drawn forth, 
and as it were ſeperated from the bones, 
there is ſome hope of making them 
fat. hs 
The Cure is, x. in Children thar ſuck, 
if the Milk be too little or bad, change 
the Nurſe and chooſe one who hath good 
Milk,thenotes whereof you have before, 
let her be of a good conſtitution, of a 
white and red colour, of a g00d conver- 
verſation and bzhaviour, not under 20. 
nor above 40. yeats old, having had Chil- 
dren twice, and being not above 2 ar 3 
moneths from her laſt delivery, broad 
cheſted, having breaſts neither bis nor 
ſmall, but moderate. If the Nurſe may 
not be chang'd, let her be in a temperate 

Air, 
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Air, let her Sleep well, it auginents 
Milk, let her avoid Paſſions, eſpecially 
Anver, Grief, and Love, (for they cor- 
rupt the Milk) and congrefſe with a man 
ſpoils the Milk, or provokes the men- 
truous Flux that the Milk is leſſened, A 
Nurſe that lives with her husband is 
allowed coition and congrefle with him, 
leſt She be difturbed by defire of it, and 
by expe;ience we ſee that Mothers that 
live with their Husbands, and uſe con- 
orefle, Nurſe the Child without any hurt, 
The Nurſe ought to uſe moderate exer- 
cive, rubbing of her boſome and breaſts 
before ſhe eats is convenient, let her not 
drink, or very little, and that which is 
ſweet which leſt offends the head, leſt by 
increaſing Milk the Child hath the Fal- 
ling Sickzeſſe z The meat ought to be of 
a good and plentifu]l nouriſhment, 
avoiding ſharp,ſalt and bitter things, the 
beſt bread, the Fleſh of Birds, Veal, 
Mutton, and the like, Fiſh is to be a- 
voided , Broath eſpecially , with the 
Milk of Almonds increaſe Milk. If the 
Milk be faulty by the coldneſle, moiſture 
| andthinneſſe of it, the Dyet muſt be hot 
for the correRing of it, If the Nurſes bo- 


dy 
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dy abound with cold and moiſt humours, 
prepare arid purge them , but with gen- 
tle Purgatives, as the Syrrup of Roſes or 
Rhabarbe, whoſe weak vertues are extin- 
oniſh'd before they are communicated to 
the blood; if you purge ſtrongly, let not 
the Child ſuck the Nurſe two or three 
days after. If the Milk is too thick the 
Diet is to be attenuating, Vinegar, Rad- 
diſhes and the like are good, a gentle 
Vomit is more convenient then a Purge. 
If the Milk be ſharp and hot, the Nurſe 
1s to be kept in a cold Air, Reſt, Baths 
of freſh water are convenient, Wine is 
hurtful; let the meat be Barly broth , 
with cooling Herbs , eſpecially Letr:ce, 
Which cools and thickens the blood, and 
Increaſes Milk, avoiding ſalt, and things 
acrimonious , and Spices. | 

If th2 fault bz not in the Milk, but 
19 ſome part of the Infant, the Nurſe 
is to be dieted and purged, and the In- 
fant is to take no inward Medicament , 
but external , b2cauſe theſe Ages bears 
not vehement Medicaments, wherefore 
extetnal remedies are only to be uſed ; 
and therefore if the Childs Stomach be 
cold 'and moiſt, hot or dry Plaiſters, 
F Bathings , 
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Bathings, and Oyntments are tobe uſed, 
for the corre&ing of them. Take: the 
Leaves of CMarjoram, Mint ; of 
each one handful., the Aromatick 
Reed, and the Flowers of red roſes, of 
eachihalf a handful', the water of Cala- 
mint one Pint , 'of Sweet Wine two 
Ounces, boyle them well , and with a 
Cloth dipp'din it, bath the Stomach if 
ttbecold ; Afterwards annoint it with 
this: Take the Oylof cMaſtick half an 
Oynce , the Powder of C:namoen and 
Cloves of each half -a-Dram, mixe a lit- 
tle wax with them;..and make an Oynt- 
ment. If the Stomach be dry, bath it

Leanneſs is from Louſneſs, the Nurſe is 
to uſe binding meats, as Quinces , Ser - 
vices, Rice , Medlers ,. or Broth of | an 
old Hen, and Calves tet, Corral or 
Jaſpers Stone bung;about the childs neck 
1s convenient. $0 is this, Take ot Mirrh 
and Quince of each half an Ounce,pow- 
der of Red Coral two Ounces, of Oak- 
water two Ounces, the powder of 4a- 
ſtick, and Tormentill., of each half a 
Dram , minele them, and make a Li- 
niament , the ſenting 'of the Clothes 
wich Fumes of things that are binding , 
are alſo convenient, If -Leannefſe ariſe 
from -the drynefſe' of the whole body, 
uſe Bathing with freſh water , in which 
are boy led Mallowes, Lettice , Water- 
Lillies, or Endive ; anda Liniament may. 
hz made of the Oyl of Roſes , Violets , 
Butter without Salt , and Hogs greaſe; 
Clyſters are alſo good in theſe caſes 
m:de of Milk, or Bread boyled in broth, 
or, made of Egos, becauſe they may nou- 
rich Children, being' they are next to 
Generation, that is, 'the ſtate which 
they had in the womb, \in which they 
we-e nourith'd by the Navil,without-the 

Conco ion 
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Concoction and preparation of tne S©>- 
mach, Obſerye, that Plaiſters to draw 
nouriſhments to the parts, are not con- 
venient for Children, becauſe their bo. 
dies areas Wax, and that ſort of reme- 
dy by the heat of it, doth enervare and 
waſt the fleſh of Infants. 

If the Child is bewitcht , a Saphir or 
Carbuncle hung about the Childs Neck is 
conceived goed ; ſois Hartſthorn hung 
in the houſe, and many more which I 
omit as ſuperltitious or falſe. 

If the Child doth not ſuck , but is 
nouriſth'd with ſolid Meats, then the 
Cureis by removing, t, The External 
Cauſe, or the Internal Diſeaſe (if it 
be the cauſe bf it ) cauſed by propet re- 
medies to it. Afterwards, by procu- 
ring a good Nouriſhment diſtributed and 


_ afſimulated, which is done by a conve- 


nient Djet. Let thz Air be temperate 
and moiſt, heat hurts, and be careful the 
Child is not Clothed too hot; Let the 
ſleep be long, the mind quiet , the Ex- 
erciſe moderate, and that which is (low, 
fatneſs and (wift exerciſe conſumes , the 
Belly moderately looſe , Baths uſed ſea- 
fonably, Wine that is thin ( thick Wine 

obſtructs, 
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obſtruQs,and is not vehicle for the meat) 
Odoriferous,ſomewhat ſweet, not ſharp, 
but vetY moderately uied. The Meat 
nouriſhing ſomewhat fatty , Juicy, nei- 
cher talt nor acide(unleſs it beto provoke 
a Stomach) as the Fleſh of Fowl, Veal , 
Fc. Eggs , th2 Brains of a Calf, or 
Hog-bread boyled in Broth, Rice boy- 
fed in Milk . Parinip ſteep'd in Milk , 
Raiſins, and Almonds. Beſides theſe , 
there are meats that fatten either by a 
quality, 1. Manifeſt, by helping con- 
coction', as Spices, by being gratefu 
to the Stomach ,; and increaſing the na-. 
tive heat of it, as Cinamon , Cloves , 
and Nutmegs. Take the Pulpe of a 
boyled Capo and Patridge, of each half 
a!? Once, of the Pine Kernell , Piftack, 
Nut i&tp'd"in Mallggee Wine half Yn 
Ounce, of -Sweet Almonds an Ounce , 
Cinaman , Clive, and Nutmegs , of 
each an Ounce, andan half; Fine Su- 
g1r, as much as ſuffices; make Lozenyes, 
thy are pleaſant' and fatten 'muich , or 
' by appoſing and faffning the 'meat, as 
all Diureticks and  Dtaphereticks do 
wh'ch opens the wayes and carries the 
' nourtthment to the parts :; So doth 
Drinking 
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Drinking likewiſe between Meals, or 
by appofing and faſtning the meat to the 
parts by their tenacious and viſcid humi- 
dity-, which humidity in hot and drye 

; 5 is to be cold, and in cold bodies, 
hot : 2. By a Propriety and an occult 
quality, as Saregcolla; now the /ndiarn 
Nutis in great uſe, the Marrow Whereof 
being finely bruiſed , an Ounce, or two, 
orhalf an Ounce , is mix'd with broth. 
Take of ſweet Wafers and Sarcocolla of 
each one pound: make a paſt with But- 
ter, anddrye them ; then powder it, 
and uſe five Ounces in cold water. -Ob- 
ſerve cold water is praiſed by many, and 
cold meats, but this is by a manifeR 
qualify, nd good where Leanefle is by 
the great heat of the Liver.

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ticular parts of the body , butin regard 
Children eſpecially before 7. years of 
Age have not the uſe of reaton , .reaſon 
being as'1t were drowned and drunk with 
moitture and humours , which made one 
ſay, the Souls of Children differ nothing 
from the Souls of Beaſts, for whilſt we 
are Infants we all live the Lives of Beaſt, 
uſing only the faculties of the Vegeta- 
tive and Animal Souls, therefore the 
fanlts of the Actions of the rational fa- 
culty (as Phrenzy and Madneſs) are not 
conſidered by Phyſicians among. Chil- 
drens Diſeaſes, which likewiſe I omit in 

this Book. 
The Epilepſy hath ſeveral Names, I 
ſhall only mention three of them here. 
It is called, 1, A Childs Diteaſe , -be- 
cauſe Children are molt frequently trou- 
bled with it , by the cold diftemper and 
large moiſture of the Brain. - 2. An 
holy and divine Diſeaſe, ſo divers of the 
Ancients teſtifie in their Writings. 3. 
Lunatick ( 26. Matth. the Lunatick 
there was the ſame with this ) becanſe

The Falling Sicknefſe is a preternatu- 
ral involuntary abd' intetmitting contra- 
&ion and refraftion of. all the- Muſcles

. The mediate cauſe of an Epilepſy by 
conſent, is. a Vapour raiſed from the 
lower parts, to the head. ( which fome 
think is but feldome)) whether 1t be 
from fear, corrupted 'Milk in.the Sto- 
mach , Worms, breeding of Teeth, 
the Small Pox, Meazles, or Feavers, - 
The immediate Cauſe of the Falling 
Sickneſs, when the Brajn is primarily af- 
feed, is a thin humour or vapour, 'be- 
cauſe iti1s made and gone quickly, there- 
fore the matter of it mult be ſuch as may

Siens of the coming of it inchildren are 
becauſe the Child is born of Parents that 
have the Falling Sicknefle ; in thoſe that 
are elder, Paifs of neck , back, heart, 
fears,and inordinate motions in the ſleep; 
often ſpitting. Ws” | 
Signs of the Paroxyſme , and when it 
is upon the Child ,\'are' a$ 19. Math. 
a noiſe crying ont, falls in the fire, 
foames out of his mouth, and is with- 
out 
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out ſenſe,ſo was the Child cur'd by Chriſt 
in the Chapter aforeſaid, but that Child 
was Epileptick and poſſeſt with a Devil, 
as one learnedly ſayes, or as another 
ayes, the Child was Epileptick , but 
the Diſeaſe made in him by the Evil 
of the Divel. The froth in the mouth, 
is made , becauſe the Spirits, and 
Fume- which come from the Lungs 
18 mixt with the Spittle and Phlegme that 
comes from the head, which moved and 
exagitated to and fro turns into froth, as 
the Sea-water agitated and broken with 
many winds, The Noiſe is a kind of 
Voice made from the motive faculty , 


hurt and depraved. 


Prog. This Diſeaſe in Children is the 
molt acute Diſeaſe , and therefore mor- 
tal, becauſe of the ſtraightnefſle and 
narrowneſſe of the Veins, that cannot re- 
celve the groſſe Phlegme , and it re- 
mains in the Brain , or becauſe of the 
moiſtneſſe of the Brain , and the weak- 
nefſe of the motive faculty, the humor 
cannat be diſſolved or driven forth far 
enough out of the Ventricles of the 


Brain, 
2, Thoſe 
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2, Thoſe that are once cur'd, are ne- 
ver again Epileptick , becauſe the ex- 
pulfive faculty continually expells , ga- 
thering of humours the ſame way 1t did 
when the Diſeaſe was removed , where- 


by it cannot be gathered into the Ventri- 
cles to offend, 


3. The Epilepſy whick is by Error of 
Diet, is incurable of it ſelf without 
help. 


4.The Falling Sickneſſe which is from 
the Birth of the Child and his Parents, is 
cur'd of its own accord without any re- 
the great humidity which is the cauſe of 
this Diſeaſe is leſſened by Age, and the 
faculnes are tronger.

difficult and impoſſble to cure, becauſe 
then the faculties are ſtrong , and con- 
oenited moiſture leſsned,8 cannot over- 
come the cauſe of the Diſeaſe, which 1s 
very powerful and as it produceth it can 
reſerve the Diſeaſe ; and becauſe the 
umours which makes the Epilepſy , are

increaſe by Age, 

The Cureis, 1. A convenient Diet, 
which belongs to the Nurſe, for a ſuck- 
Ing Child, and the ſame is to be uſed by 
a Child that doth not ſuck; You are to 
chooſe and prepare the Air to be hot and 
dry-, they that live in cold Countries , 
their Children are often Epileptick , uſe 
moderate ſleep, for this Diſeaſe is as it 
were aſleep; avoid unſeaſonable exerci- 
ſes, fears, andfrigchting ( which hath of- 
ten brought the Diſeaſe) Bathes, and ful- 
neſſe are hurtful , ſo is much faſting, it 
fills the head.So Wine hurts the Nerves, 
and iis to be avoided , the Drink is to þe 
ſuch chat heats , but not hurting the head, 
the meat hot and attenuating, which hath 
cur'd many : but that which breeds groſs 
humours, is windy, and with a certain 
propriety offends the head , is to be a- 
voided, 

2, If the Gp UGuck 2 and the Diſeaſe 
be by conſent from the Stomach. (which 
is moſt frequent)being oppreſs'd with too 
much Milk, let the Child ſuck ſeldome; 
Or from the 11{ quality and ſharpneſſe of 


the Milk, corre& the Milk and apply 
this 
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this Plaiſter to the Stoniach', Take of 
the Powder of Ales and Myrrhe, of 
each half a Scruple, the Powder of Ma- 
ſtick one Scruple, and mingle them with 
a little Wax and Roſive, and apply it to 
the mouth of the Childs Stomach. If it 
be by the Fault onely in the head, which 
1s moſt frequently,the uſe of Fory is pro- 
fitable. Take of Peony half a Scruple, 
of the Leaves @f Stocados and Betory half 
a Pugill , Cyper# one Scruple, powder 
them finely, put of this Powder in a lit- 
tle Spoon, and pur it into the Childs 
mouth and ' preſently give him the 
Breaſt, that he may Swallow the .Pow- 
der. | 
A Seton in the neck is very profitable, 
fo is" the followins Powder ſprink- 
ſed upon the head : Take Maidenbair, 
Cypreſſe, Iridis of each two Drams, 
Cloves one Scruple, powder them finely 
and mix them. The whole body 
may be anointed with Camomile and the 
oyle of Iridis:Take the Leaves of Colts- 
foot one handfull', of Oak, Miſſeloe 
half an Ounce,boyle it accordiye to Art, 
and dipa Cloth in it, and wrap the child 
in the Cloth, it 1s much commended, 
Peony 
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Peary and Smaradge is much commend- 
ed to be hung about the Childs neck 
that it may reach to the Stomach. 

If the Child be ſomewhat great , and 
the Epilepſy be by conſent, and from 
other parts ſending a thin humour or va- 
pour to the brain, Purge him as he is able 
to ſuffer and alter the difttemper of the 

art, Ifit be outwardly in the Acm, 
high, Hip, or other part, rubbing is 
good and a diſcutient Plaiſter applyed to 
the part, then if it will not do, Bliſter the 
part. If the Diſeaſe be by the fault only 
of the head , uſe firſt this Clyſter , Take 
of the lefſer Centevry half an handfull , 
of Mallowes one handfull, of Bran tyed 
ina Cloth half a Pugill, boyle them ac- 
cording to Art, Take of that DecoRion 
8 Ounces, of Hoxy an Ounce and half, 
of Chamomile 2 Ounces and an half, of 
Salt, half a Dram;mingle them and make 
a Clyſter, then prepare the humours, 
Take of the Leaves of Srocados, Betony, 
of each half a handfull, the ſeed of Peovy 
one Dram , boyle them according to 
Art, Take of that Deco&ion 3 Ounces 
more or lefle, as the Childs age will bear, 
of the Syrrup of Srocades and Oxymel,

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Simple, of each half an Ounce, minele. 
When the humors are prepared, then 
Purge ; but although this Dueaſe require 
vehement remedies, yet they are not to 
be uſed, by reaſon ot the Age, Two 
Scruples of Pillule Avuree ate iufficienty 
or take of the Troeh;ſche of Agarick.two 
Drams, infuſe it all night in gs os 
of Betony-water, ſtrain it hard, then add 
two Ounces of the Hoxy. of Roles ſolu- 
tive, the EleRuary ds Pfll;e one Dram, 
minele and make a Potion: this Diſeaſe 
many times appears not in two or three 
moneths :and 1s very ſtubborn, therefore 
for the perfeR curing it , Take of Guya- 
cum two Ounces, of the Water of Bets 
rwo pints, infuſe it 24. hours, and boyle 
them to the conſumption of a third part , 
and in the end add twoDrams ofthe ſeed 
of Peony finely powdered,of OakM:ſſelto 
one:Dram and half , of Coriander-ſeed 
one Dram,afterwards Strain it and make 
a Syrrup of it, then take the ſame Gms- 
aeuns and put four pints of common 
water. to it, and boyle the fourth pare 
away, andin the end add two Ounces 
of Amnnſeed,and uſe it as ordinary drink, 
and give of the Syrrup three or four Oun-

5o.or more days ; Bliſtering is good, .{o 
ace Fontanells and Iflues. There-is'no 
Diſeaſe that hath more remedies 'com- 
mended by Authors 'then this hath, I 
ſhall content my ſelfwith the following 
remedies, Take of theiſeed of Peony and 
take M:ſſeltoe of each two Drams; 'Car- 
damnms one dram,Cantharades prepared 
two Scruples, Powder them and make 
att EleAuary of them, of which half a 
Dram may be taken three hours before 
meat : Take Corrander: prepar'd, Muſ- 
tard-ſced, Nutmeg of each half a Dram, 
the'Sced of Peory 7 Dratns, Diltamnes

give theChild of it in the morning at your 
pleaſure, in Wine that is hot.

I Hildren often fall intoa Convullion 

by the weakneſs of the Nerves, 

plentiful uſe of thick Milk , Crudities, 
and by breeding of Teeth. 

The matter of itis the ſame as is in 
the Falling Sickneſſe , and itis very like 
to it, ſo that an Eminent Phyfician ſaid 
a Convulſion was an Epilephie of a part, 
and an Epileply a Convulſion of the 
waole body, both being a Contraction 
of the Muſcles : but they differ one 
from another, becauſe in an Epilepſy 
the Internal and External ſenſes are hurt; 
but in a Convulfion the Brain is not ſo 
aſf2Ked, and the ſenſe is not loſt : in the 
Epilepſy the matter in the Muſcles 1s 
quickly diſcuſs'd , in the Convulfion nor, 
which is only alſo a contra&tion of the 


, part, but the Epilepſy is a Convullſion 


of the whole body. 
A Convulſion 1s a preternatural Con- 
tration of one or many parts of the 


body 
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body : IF it be a ContraRton of thz 
Anteriour parts of th Neck towarcs,it 
1s called Emproſtonos, or a Contracti- 
on of the parts before us; If the hinder 
parts Opiſtotonos ; if both thz hinder »nd 
anterior parts are contracted, it is cal- 
led Tetarnos, 

The Cauſe of a Convulfion, by c97. 
ſent , 1s when th2 knawing or. prickin” 
of the Mouth + or Stomach. or any 6- 
th:r part, hurts the beginning of the 
Nerves. 

The Cauſe of an efſent'al Convulſion 
1s either repletion or exiccation , for as 
ſrings fil'd with too much humour,or are 
too much dryed, they are contra&t2d and 
break, ſoit is with the Nerves, if th2y 
imbib2 too much humor, they orow broa- 
dr an:1 ſhorter, and fo contra ; and” 
if tocrye they ſhrink up. Repletion 
1s from a Phleomaitick humour ; the ex- 
iccation and dryneſs, is from a great pe- 
cultar Feaver, which doth not univer- 
ſally dry the whole body , but waſt 
the Nerves more then the fleth, and that 
violently ; So that thouch a HeRick 
Feaver doth v2ry much drye the body , 
yet it produces no Convulfion , in re- 
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oard the dryneſs is made leiſurely and ea- 
fily in all parts, ſo that the Nerves are 
not dryed with any great vehemence. 
Some ſaye that this dryneſs proceeds 
from any immoderate evacuation, or 
things that vehemently heat and dry. 

1 he External Cauſes are a moitt Air, 
wherefore Children have the Convulfion 
moſt oftenin the full of the Moon, the 
Air being the moſt moiſt, hurting the 
Nerves of the Child , Watching, Fear, 
which making the Spirits retire, the 
Nerves are contracted ; Bathes , Co- 
tiveneſs, and binding of the Belly ,

N the two preceeding Chapters were 
conſidered the depravation of Motion;

' A Numneſs and Pally , Y ,, is a dittem- 
per of the ſame kind ;, and differ only 
in degree, for a Numneſs is but as it 
were an imperfeR Palſy, and a Pally is 
as it were a Certain great Numnelſs. 


Th2 cauſe is a pituitous humour which 


by coldneſs & moilineſs thickens & ..ob- 
fruRs the Nerves, that they cannot re- 
ceive the animal Spirits, or Influence of 
thea nimal faculty; & as this obſtrution 
and condenſation of the nerves and Ways 
of the faculties 1s more or lefle , ſo it 
makes numneſle or weak motion or want 
of motion.In a Palſy there 1s no motion 
becauſe 
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becauſe the -wayes of the faculnies are. 
totally ſtopt, in a numneſle they are not 
{topt completely, thzrefo e the faculty 
operates, and there is a weak motion. 

The external cauſes arz compreſhons 
by falls, blowes , binding tumours or 
other cauſes which can, compreſſe and 
condenſate the nerves that a free ingreſlz 
of the faculcy, is hindered.

If a Feaver or trembiing comes upon 
a Palſy or numneſſe itis very helpfull, 
for the Feaver diſſolves the matter / of 
th2 Diſeale and the trembling drives the

The Cure is the ſame as in the Epi- 
lepſy and Convulſion, and greater-reme- 
dies are to be uſed to the Palſy then 
Nutneſſe: Take of Earth,worms a large 
quantity, burn them in a clean pot, af- 
terwards let them be powdered, take of 
that powder half a pound, of Ginger and 
and Galangle of each half an Ounce,make 
a Liniament of them with clarified hony 
with which annoynt the Child three

eaſes of Children, Iris a grievous ſenſe 
which vehemently affeas the parts a- 
bout the paſſage of hearing,which is-very 
ſharp,. in regard the inwardiparts of the 
Ear are very nepveous. Note, the out- 
ward partof the ear fleſhy and cartt- 

The-humidivies'of the cars are recko- 
net! amongft Childrens Diſeaſes by _ 
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but not the humidities of the Noſe or 
Palate , becauſe the Expuregation by the 
Noſe and Palate is natural to men and 
Children , but the expurgation by the 
Ears 1s not natural... The Cauſe of it is 
the great humidity of the Brain , which 
cannot be all evacuated by the Mouth 
and Palate, fo that excrementitious hu- 
mours which abound are evacuated by 
all Paſſages; wherefore many will not 
drye up this humidity, unleſfſe it ulce- 
rate , or threaten obſtrudion , or deaf- 
neſle. | 

The Cauſe of the pain in the ear , are 
the humours , eſpecially Choller, Icho- 
rous matter,, \Wind,. or Worms. - 

Prog. The Pain of the Ear is very

The Cure 1s, 1, The mitigation of 
the Pain , with-luke-warm milk, or 
Water , and the Oyl of Roſes mix'd ,

Poppy, and as the: Cauſes of the Pain 
are:, ſo ought: :remedies to .be for the 
taking them away; . If the pain 1s from 
kot humours, the part is red and hot, and 
cur'd by cold things; if from cold » by 
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luke-warm things ; if from Wind , the. 
Diet ought.to be ſuch as diſcuſſes Wind, * 
for which purpoſe Coriander is good for 
the Nurſe to uſe, and that the Child ſleep

If there be humidity of the Ears, ard 
the Child old enough to be purged , let 
him take three dayes this drink ; Take” 
of the, Leaves of Mirtles , Bettony -, 
Stxcados, Violets, of each halfa hand- 
ful , leta Decodtion be made according 
unto Art, then take thereof two Ouy- 
ces and an half, of the Syrfup of Worm- 
wood and Stxcados, of each two drams, 
mingle them; afterwards purge the head 
thus, Take of the Pills of Agarick halt 
a dram ,: of Caſtor one grain, two. 
Cloves,. mingle them, and with the 
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Hony of Roſes ſolutive , make five 
little Pills, The head being purged for 
the drying up of the humidity, if it be 
cold, intuſe into the Ears the Oyle of 
Irnie or Rue, If hot, the Oyl of Roſes 
with the Oyl of Cammomile. Ob- 
ſerve in the uſe of remedies , that they 
be always lukewarm when you uſe them, 


neither hot nor cold ; not in a great - 


quantity , but by drops, and that the 
Child lye on the Ear that pains; and ob- 


ſerve the moiſture flowing ont of the 


Ears 1s not to be ftopp'd,

The inflamation of theſe Glandyles , 
is an /»rameſcency of them made by a 
flux'of humours. 

The internal cauſe are all the humours 
eſpecially Phlegm. 

The external cauſes are a hot or ex- 
treme cold Air, violent exerciſes hang- 
ing down the head vocrferations , firons 
drink and meat that heat the blood. 

The Signes are, if the mouth be open- 
ed, heat, pain, rednefſe, and: Swelling 
near the root of the Tongue,difficulty- in 
breathing and ſwallowing. 

Prog. This Diſeaſe uſually cauſes the 
Quinzey and inflamation of the Lungs, 
and divers other dangerous Diſcaſes.

The Cure is x. in a good Dyet,avoid- 
ing any exceſle of theair,{moak, the Sun, 
all exerciſes of the body, vehement mo- .

THe Ulcers of the mouth in Chil- 
drenare Ulcers of the Superficies 

of the month, (that 1s the whole inter- 
nal part of the mouth) with a fiery heat. 
They are eafily cauſed in Infants, by 
reaſon of the tendernefle and ſoftneſſe of 
the Palat of Children, they being unac- 
cuſtomed to meat being newly born, and 
by their greedinefſe and ſucking more 
then they can digeſt, wherefore it is a 
"> oreat. 
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oreat fault in Nurſes, that whenſoever 
the Child cryes to quiet them with giv- 
ing the Breaſt, for it is a rule among 
Phyſicians , that milk ſhould not he | 
_m not above three or four times in 
a day. 
The cauſe is whatſo2ver is corroding 
or accrimonious or ſharp, whether the 
humours af the body , meat or medica- 
ments. In Children they are chiefly 
cauſed by the ſharpneſſe and corruption 
of the Milk, whereby ill vapours 
are ſent from the Stomach into the 
mouth. Z 

The external cauſes are whatſoever 
may heat the head of the Child,as the air 
being hot, the uſe of bot meats, immo- 
derate exerciſes, and drinking of ſtrong 
Wine. : 

The Signes are Swallawing. with pain 
and difficulty, if they are malignant they 
for the molt part follow ill and peſtilen- 
tiall Feavers,befides they are fend, black 
or livid, cauſing paimy, and are profound. 
If benigne and. not malignant, they are: 
without a Swelling ar profaundity. Lf 
from blaod, they are-hot and-red.If from

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and are white, If they ate made by 
Melancholy, they are blackiſh and dark 
coloured. 

Prog. All Ulcers of the mouth are 


{ bard to cure, becauile the Medicament 


cannot conveniently adhere, but thoſe 
that are black, ſtinking. profound & very 
painfull are very dangerous and is a moſt 
miſerable & horrid death,of them which 
dye and are conſumed by this Diſeaſe. 

The Cure, if the Ulcers are bemigne 
they are cured by altering the temper 
and cicatrizing with cooling and aftring- 
ins remedies : If the milk be bad change 
th Nurſe or correct the Milk by dyet 
and purging the Nurſeas hath bin ſhewn; 
the Ulcers are healed with Hony* of 
Malberries, or Sirrup of Pomegranates , 
Meirtles or Red Roſes dryed, with which 
the Nurſe dipping her finger is to touch 
the Ulcers, and if they be contumacious, 
mingle a little powdered Alum, with 
the Sirrup of Yulberries , for the Pow- 
der of eAlum hinders the ſpreading of 
the Ulcer, and without any notable 
pain, 

If the Child is ſomewhat great, the

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may be ſuck'd,is to be uſed,as Broths and 
Eges with Broth orVerjyce. If thelilcers 
a:e great commonly caufing inflamations 
and drawing of the humours, Cupping-

If this 
is not eff:QAuall, uſe Agua Magiſtralss 
Aluminss Wnguentum E gyptiacums,or th2 
Flower of brais corre&ed with a little Sir- 
rup of UwlberriesTheſe are not to be uſed 
but in great neceſſity, bzcauſe the Palate 
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hath two broad ways one-to the Lunges 
and another to the Stomach, and there- 
fore it 1s dangerous any venemous me- 
dicine ſhould come thither, wherefore 
it is better to uſe remedies in ſuch a form 
as cannot 90 further then the Palat; as 
when theUlcers of the mouth are touch'd 
with the Oyle of Sulphur or Sublimate 
water, Which 1s an excellent remedy 
againſt all inveterate Ulcers : Take of 
ſublimated Mercary twelve Grains, the 
water of Roſes and Plantary of each eight 
Ounces, boyle them to the conſumption 
of a half part; the uſe of it is that the 
Ulcer of the mouth be rouched with one 
drop,which if it cauſe a conſiderable pain 
then mitigate the pain with Milk that

HE generation and perfe&ion of 
Teeth , is the work and intent of 
Nature, but in regard the matter out of 
which they are. made, ſuffers not that 
this Work can be done without trouble 
and pain z It cauſes that a Diſeaſe 
followes the generating of Teeth, which 


Diſeaſe is not intended by Nature.

:  Dentition 1s an þ ruption or breaking 
forih of Teeth, firlt conceived in theic 
proper holes. It 1s ſaid by ſore, to be 
a violent work of Nature., and the 
oums are as it were prick'd with needles 
waereby great .pain is cauſed, anda ſu- 
pernatural heat 1n.thoſe parts 1s excited, 
which drawes the humours thither which 
are made putrid', ſalt and, ſharp in 
thoſe pzrts , and being precipitated to 
the Stomach and guts trongly excites 
the expulſive faculty , and conſequently 
caules looſnefle ,” and fometimes Dyſen- 
cries, - 

Bones and Teeth are ths ſame accor- 
ding to kind and matter , but differ in 
<p2cies and name. The difference of 


ore grow to a certain time 
and have no .ſenie, and never are re- 
rewed, but Teeth grow during the whole 
life , have an acute ſenſe and- grow a- 
gain. It's obierved, that amonyſt the

They are corrupted with hot things , as 
by waſhing thera with warm water , but 
preſerved by moderate colJ, as by waſh- 
ing them with cold water , nor are they 
hurt by an aQuual extrao:dinary cold ( for 
in Frolt they, are not troubled ) bur by 
a cold that is potential, becauſe Teet 
have but a little heat , and cannot reſiſt 
a great cold. 
Teeth were made for the breaking of 
hard meat, for ſpeaking, and diſtinguiſh- 
ing of Taſts , and therefore they have 
ſoft Nerves in them ; and although Hiſto- 
ries relate ſeveral ' have been born witn 
Teeth , yet for the moſt part they break 
forth in Children about the 7th. month , 
ſometimes ſooner , as in them which 
uſe more hot milk. They are very flow 
in ſome , ſometimes to the Thnrd or 
fourth-year, either by weakneſs or the 
fault of the matter of the Teeth, ( be- 
ing not ſufficiently glutinous and earthy )

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orowing of Teeth continues until four- 
ceen years, & afterwards very few grow, 
unlefſe they be thoſe called Poſterrores 
Gemirs , which ſometimes. grow at 80 
years. The ſooner Teeth come forth , 
the leſs pain; but they are the weaker ; 
Teeth come forth in the Spring and Sum- 
mer more eahly , but with worſe Symp- 
tomes| and effeRs, in the Winter with 
more difficulty , butwith lefle danger , 
for they are leſſe troubled with a Feaver 
Looſneſs, or Vomit , becauſe theic 
inward heat is more ſtrong. But a mo- 
dern Author ſays, that in every time 
of the year , ſome are more troubled, 
{ome leſle, according to the natural con- 
ſtitution of Children, which the times 
of the year cannot hinder. The Teeth 
are of an equal number in men and wo- 
men , being 32, The Cutting, Teeth 
which are four above and below , grow 
firſt, which are made of a thin matter , 
and as they are made firſt ſo weaker, and 
are broke , fall out ſooner then the reft ; 
the next are the Teeth called DogsTeeth, 
whoſe uſe is to break the meat, as to
